Engineer EaelMng Points Oat 


Many Advantages of Doing 


Work in Cold Weather 


A new departure in the work of 


road construct! onflhas been made by 
the engineers of the Highway Com- 
mission which is resulting m a big 
advantage to the farmers. It con- 
sists in doing most of the work ot 
transporting materials in the win- 
ter, thus giving 
the farmers and 


their teams a great deal of work at 
a season when they are mostly idle. 


"This method,' says Construction 


Engineer Kuelling, "has many ad- 
vantages over the summer trans- 
portation. First of all it lengthens 
the 
working season 
of the road 


building forces. Second, it is doing 
work with men and teams that are 
often not available in the summer 
because 
of 
their employment on 


farms. This is a double benefit as 
it not only gets the road wor.< 
done, but enables the farmers 
^to 


make some wages during the win- 
ter season. 
This winter worK has 


consisted of transportation of grav- 
el from pits to the roadside where 
it- is either dumped, on the previ- 
ously, prepared grade or placed in 
stock /-piles to be put in position the 
following summer." 


"Some counties have been doing 


more extensive road 
operations in 


the winter than they have in 
the 


summer. Another advantage of do- 
ing work In the winter is that 
K 


does not interfere with the travel- 
irg public nearly as much as it does 
in the summer. 
The material can 


be much more cheaply transportsd 
than it can in the summer because 
tha teams can work more days par 
month and can haul a much bigger 
load per trip because the material 
is being hau'.ed on sleds."

predicting future events. 


Astrologers Preceded Scientists 
"From the attitude of some peo 


pie, these sciences arc in bottles o 
alcohol in museums, they have- n 
bearing on modern cults and sys-- 
terns. But the chemist and the as- 
tronomer are in a direct line with 
these earlier 
scientists. The ai- 


chemist developed 
the 
laboratory 


habit, and the -astrologer, the ob- 
serving habit, ar.d both of them, 
the library habit.'' All three, good 
habits to possess. They thought by 
analogy, their 
systems 
depending 


or. symbolism and superstition." 


"Most elaborate of the early as- 


trological practices was the reading 
of the horoscope. By means of the 
stars and their 
arrangement the 


fortunate and unfortunate days of 
the individual were foretold.
